LEASE-BUSINESS PROPERTY

THIS LEASE AGREEMENT, executed in duplicate, made antered into this Fourth
day of June, 2012 by and between Mahaska Countsg (bereinafter called “Landlord”)
whose address for the purpose of this lease istCtmuse, Oskaloosa, lowa 52577 and
Country Life Health Care, Inc. (hereinafter calt@égnant”), a nonprofit corporation
whose address for the purpose of this lease is BE6&dl Avenue, Oskaloosa, IA 52577,
WITNESSETH THAT:

1. PREMISES AND TERM. The Landlord, in considesatdf the rents herein
reserved and of the agreements and conditionsrheoetained, on the part of the Tenant
to be kept and performed, leases unto the Tenahtegmant hereby rents and leases from
the Landlord, according to the terms and provisioar®in, the following prescribed real
estate, situated in Mahaska County, lowa, to wit:

Landlord and/or its agents resetve tight to enter on and across the premises for
access to the adjacent farmland, sewage lagoain, lgjres, and for any materials stored on the
described premises.)

midnight of the day previous to the lease term,ciishall be on the 30th day of June,
2012 and ending at midnight on the last day of¢hse term, which shall be on the 30th



day of June 2013, upon the condition that the Tepays rent therefore, and otherwise
performs as this lease period provided.

2. RENTAL. Tenant agrees to pay to Landlord asaldor the said term, as
follows: $687.59 per month as rent. All sums shallpaid at the address of the
Landlord, as above designated.

3. POSSESSION. Tenant shall be entitled to pogsess the first day of the term
of this lease, and shall yield possession to thellaad at the time and date of the close
of this lease term, except as herein otherwiseessghy provided. Should the Landlord be
unable to give possession on said date, Tenanysdamages shall be a rebating of the
pro rata rental.

Landlord covenants that itta#s in said premises is in
fee simple and that the Tenant on paying the rerdih reserved and performing all the
agreements by the Tenant to be performed as prbwidinis lease, shall and may
peaceably have, hold and enjoy the demised prerusése term of this lease free from
molestation, eviction or disturbance by the Landllor any other persons or legal entity
whatsoever. (But see paragraph 14, below.) Ladd&hall have the right to mortgage
all of its right, title, interest in said premisasany time without notice, subject to this
lease.

6. CARE AND MAINTENANCE OF PREMISES. (a) Tenankés said premises
in their present condition except for such repaid alterations as may be expressly
herein provided.

(©) TENANT'S DUTY OF CARE AND MAINTENANCE. Tenarshall, after
taking possession of said premises and until ttmeit@tion of this lease and actual
removal from the premises, at its own expense, foarand maintain said premises in a
reasonably safe and serviceable condition, excemtfuctural parts of the building.
Tenant will furnish its own interior and exterioeabrating. Tenant will not permit or
allow premises to be damaged or depreciated ireMajuany act or negligence of the
Tenant, its agents or employees. Tenant agrdesefaucets closed so as to prevent



waste of water and flooding of premises; to progfake care of any leakage or

stoppage in any of the water, gas or waste pipég. Tenant agrees to maintain adequate
heat to prevent freezing of pipes. Tenant atws expense may install floor covering

and will maintain such floor covering in good cammh. Tenant will be responsible for

the plate glass in the windows of the leased presrasid for maintaining the parking

area, driveways and sidewalks on and abuttingetheeld premises. Tenant shall make no
structural alterations or improvements withoutwhéten approval of the Landlord first
had and obtained, of the plans and specificatioeefore.

(d) Tenant will make no unlawful use of said preesiand agrees to comply with all
valid regulations of the Board of Health, City Qrdnces or applicable municipality, the
laws of the State of lowa and the Federal govermnten this provision shall not be
construed as creating any duty by Tenant to mendfele general public.
